For, as praycr referreth properly to anger : {0 
ſo doth executing judgement to ſin, or to our in- 
ventions the cauſe of it.

in Phinees.. For, as he was a Prie#* ; fo he wasa 
Prince 'of his Tribe. So then, both theſe muſt 
joyne together, as well the devotion of the Prieſt 
in prayer, which is his Office - as the zeale of the 
Magiſtrate.in executing judgemert, which is His. 
For, Phinces the Prieſt, muſt not onely ſtand up, 
and pray : but Moſes (the Magiſtrate alſo) muſt 
ſtand inthe gap to turne away the wrath of God, that 
he deſtroy not the people. No lefle he, than Azron 
with'his golden Cenſer, 19 ruminto the midſt of the 
Congregation, 10 make attonement for them when the 


plague 15 begun, 


Moſes, he gave incharge for the executing of 


them, that were joyned to Baal-Pepr, Num 25.4. 
Phinees,heexecutcd the charge « Moſes food in th 
2ap; when he gave the ſentence : Phinees flood up, 
when he did the execution. And theſe rwo are a 
bleſſed conjunttion. One of them without the 
other, may mille ; but both together never taile, 
For when Zamri was {laine ; and ſo when Rabſba. 
keth periſhed ; and ſo when the inceſtuows Corin- 
thian was excommunicatedzin all three, the plague 
ceaſed.
